POO! FARMERS. 
GET LESS FOR 
~ WHEAT THAN OTHERS 


According toa secant issue of the 
Financial Post, it sounded like a lot of 
mortey for ‘western Canada when the 
wheat pool announced that the final dis 
tribution to farmers on account of the 
1926-1927 crop would amount to. $19,- 
000,000 but there is a great deal of dis 
appomtment and chagrin among the 
farmers. 

The distribution brings: the price on 
No. 1 Northern to $1.42 a bushel with 
other grades in proportion, From this 
the various provincial pools have made 
deductions for the building .of eleva- 
jtors for reserves etc, these deduct- 
tions will amount to nearly six cents 
a bushel. The farmers’ actual return 
will be somewhat over $1.36 a bushel 
This comparres with the average clos- 
ing price on the Winnipeg: grain ex- 
change for the period covered by the 
pool’s year of $1.46 bushel. This may 
be taken ag the average price received 
by non-pool farmers The difference of 
ten cents a bushel will be considered 
a high price to.pay for- the privilege 
af belonging to the pool. 

Announcement. of the final payment 
has been late this year and fortunately 
for the pool, comes at a_ times when 
the wheat market has had a marked 
decline.. Compared. with present prices 
the pdol price, for last year is not 
Ansatisfactorry.

VERMILION SCHOOL 
OF AGRICULTURE 
OPENS NOV. Sth 


Owing to the unusually heavy crop: 
in Alberta this year, the opening day 
of.the, school of Agriculture at Ver- 
milion has been postponed from Oct. 
26th to Nov. 9th. There was no pos- 
sibility of the farm young people hav- 
ing the threshing out of the way for 
the original date for opening so that 
it hasbeen delayed until a time when 
it ig hoped most of the grain will be in 
the bin Nove 9th, 

Registration. at Vermilion this year 
is breaking all previous records. Last 
year the school set a high water mark 
or students with 130, while regi8tration 
for the present has passed the 165 
mark. With the splendid harvest wea- 
ther it ig expected that the capacity 
of the school will be taxed, 

In addition, to the regular students, 
there are twenty-six British boys com 
ing out under the Hoadley scheme. 
These boys are now on the water and 
are expected in Vermilion about the 
25th or 26th, As a rule, the British 
boys are well educated, and are given 
very special and practical work on the 
far. The idea being if they can handle 
horses and milk cows the) will be use 
ful hired men on Alberta farms, 

On the other. hand, the Canadian 
boys who have had practical farm ex- 
perience are given'a thorough course 
in the Science of agriculture with car- 
pentry gas engine work, blacksmithing 
farm machinery, livestock judging and 
as well a study of Soils and crop rota- 
tions suitable to the Province. 

In the "Household Science depart- 
ment, 20 girls have registered for the 
second year and thirty for the first 
year, The three main branches are 
cooking, sewing and nursing, with 
their related subjects, as well as- good 
courses in English, Mathematics, etc 

The courses are all entirely. free, the 
only expense being for board. ‘The 
girls ‘haye the’ accommodation of a 
dormitory and the boys are placed in 
selected homes in the town.

Twenty thousand acres pe? mile was 
indicated by General Sutton as the 
area he would, require, this acreage to 
be selected from lands adjacent to the 
proposed railroad.
